Five candidates will be vying for two 
Grayling City Council seats coming up for 
election on November 7. ‘These seats are 
held by Sandy Thompson, who will not be 
seeking re-election, and Wm. Dennis Sloan, 
who will be seeking his third term on the 
council.

City manager Jerry Morford told the Cham- 
ber members that local Road Commission 
Manager John Keir, City Councilman Joe White, 
JimVandertan, John Cherven, Ron Fraser, and 
Morford have started preliminary discussions 
about the South Business Loop. He invited any 
interested persons to join the discussions. 

Hilberg, who's been with MDOT 9 years, said 
it's currently a bad situation along the south end 
of the Business Loop. 

‘One problem that I see is when two cars go 
to make a left half turn. There's only room for 
one car in the median. The second car has to 
walt stuck halfway into the traffic lane. There's 
no doubt it’s a high accident area. The problem 
is getting the money to do something about it,"’ 
he said. 

Hilberg outlined three other MDOT projects 
slated for the county. 

1, Widening Hast M-72 to four lanes with curb 
and gutters from the I-75 Business Loop traffic 
light to the I-75 overpass. The bids have been let 
for the project and Hilberg estimated [t would be 
completed by May, 1980. 

2. Resurfacing 1-75 from M-93 to Crawford- 
Otsego county line. Completion expected within 
3 years. 

3. Resurfacing 3.6 miles of southbound 1-75 
from near the junction of I-75 and U.S. north to 
end of concrete. 
Completion of the project is expected within 
three years. 

Hilberg also said a short four-lane widening 
project on M-72 West should be finished by 1991 
or 1992. The two blocks from the 1-75 Business 
Loop traffic light to the railroad tracks would be 
widened to four lanes and the railroad track 
crossing will be re-done. 

Hilberg, answering questions from chamber 
members, said there is nothing in the district 
MDOT 10-year plan calling for widening M-72 

West to four lanes on any part of the Grayling to 
Kalkaska route. 

He said the U.S. 131 project does not have any 
funding or a plan for beyond Manton as of right

KCC Seeks 14 Mills In Oct. 9 Election 


On Monday, October 9, Kirtland Community 


College will be asking Crawford County voters’ 


and taxpayers from five other school districts 
served by the college to approve a one and one- 
half mill tax increase for five years for general 
operations. 

Kirtland Community College has_ been 
operating for 28 years on the one mill initially 
approved by voters in 1966, and is presently the 
only Michigan community college operating on 
one mill. 

In 1985 and 1987, Kirtland requested millage 
increases, one-half mili in 1985 and one mill in 
1987. Both requests were turned down. 

To compensate for these millage defeats, the 
college cut approximately $400,000 from its 1987- 
88 preliminary budget, laid off 52 employees 
(nine full-time and 48 part-time), eliminated off- 
campus college classes, reduced senior citizen 
programs, and cut the Electronics, Welding and 
Graphic Design programs. In addition to cut- 
backs, student tuition rates have increased 50 
percent in the last three years. 

“Tuition only covers about 20 percent of a 
college’s expenses,’’ said Kirtland’s Vice 
President, Steven Perry. ‘Kighty percent 
comes from tax revenues and state aid.’’ Perry 
said state aid payments have not kept up with in- 
flation, and the only place left to raise revenue is 
through local taxes. 

Perry said Kirtland Community College is 


penalized because local tax support, one mill, is 
lower than the state average for community 
colleges. , 

"Because we generate only one mill, the for- 
mula deducts the difference between what we 
generate from the state average,'’ he said. “It’s 
sort of double jeopardy. We do not receive the 
higher millage plus we are losing state aid 
because our millage rate is so low.” 


The tax increase equals $1.50 per $1,000 of 
assessed equalized property valuation. For the 
resident who owns a $40,000 home with an 
assessed value of $20,000, the 1.5 increase will 
mean a $30 increase per year. This amount will 
be less for residents who qualify for a tax rebate 
under the Michigan Homestead Property Tax 
Credit Program. 

In 1988 a 32 member citizens advisory commit- 
tee was formed to study the college’s financial 
situation. It was on the recommendation of this 
committee that Kirtland decided to ask for the 
additional one and one-half mills. Initially this 
committee’s recommendation was for a two mill 
increase, but reduced it to one and one-half, and 
recommended the remaining one-haif be made 
up in a tuition increase. The North Central Ac- 
crediation Team and Michigan Employment 
Relations Commission have both stated that a 
millage increase is critical to the future success 
of the college. 


Owosso Man Appointed Next

Lieutenant Colonel Wayne C. Koppa, of 
Owosso, has been appointed the new Comman- 
der of Camp Grayling. He will replace Cot. 
igs B. ‘Skip’ Hanson, who will retire October 

Ist. 

Koppa’s responsibilities will be to supervise 
the training of more than 30,000 National Guar- 
dsmen and women at Camp Grayling throughout 
the year. Camp Grayling is the nation’s largest 
state-owned National Guard training site with 
147,000 acres of training area. 

Koppa is a life-long resident of Owosso and 
graduated from Owosso High School in 1969. He 
is the son of the late Joseph Koppa, who was a 
long-time police officer for Owosso, and Helen 
Koppa. He ts married to the former Marcia 
Bronson. The Koppas plan to move to Camp 
Grayling and reside in the Camp Commander's 
cottage on the shores of Lake Margrethe. 

Lieutenant Colonel Koppa joined the Michigan 
Army Nattonal Guard in 1970 by enlisting in the 
144th Military Police Company in Owosso. He at- 


tended officer candidate school at Fort Custer, 
Michigan, and was commissioned a _ second 
lieutenant in the Military Police Corps. His next 
assignment was as commanding officer of the 
746th Ordnance Company in Lapeer, Michigan. 

In 1975, Koppa became a full time member of 
the Michigan Department of Military Affairs and 
was assigned as the Recruiting and Retention 
Manager of the Michigan Army National Guard, 
a position he held until 1988 when he became the 
Administrative Officer for the 72nd Support 
Brigade. The 72nd is the Michgian Army 
National Guard’s largest brigade and is 
headquartered in Jackson, Michigan. 

Lieutenant Colonel Koppa is a graduate of the 
U.S. Army's Command and General Staff Of- 
ficer’s Course and holds a bachelor's degree 
from Spring Arbor College in Human Resources 
Management. He is currently studying toward a 
master's degree in Public Administration with 
Western Michigan University’s off campus 
graduate study program.

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Moshier Wins Small Bus 
Driving State Competition 


Small bus drivers from throughout Michigan 
gathered in Hast Lansing on August 24th to com- 
pete in the 14th annual Small Bus Roadeo, and 
Richard Moshier of Grayling took first place 
honors. 

Moshier, a bus driver for the Crawford County 
Public Transit (CCPT), was one of 33 drivers 
(one from each small bus system) competing in 
the roadeo which consisted of three events: road 
tests, vehicle inspections and safe-driving 
quizes. 

Moshier is the second CCPT employee to take 
first place at the event. Don Boone won in 1987. 

Moshier explained that the safe-driving quiz 
included about 60 questions. The vehicle in- 
spection challenged drivers to find five 
mechanical malfunctions on their assigned bus. 
Moshier was one of two drivers who found all five 
mechanical problems. Burned out headlighs, 
missing safety equipment and broken gauges are 
examples of these malfunctions. The road test 
was an obstacle course that represented actual 
driving situations that could be confronted on a 
daily basis. These included parallel parking, 
making tight right and left turns, pulling the bus 
into a stall and curb parking. 

‘The main objective,’’ said Moshier, ‘‘was not 
to hit anything!’ 

“Richard got the worst possible draw in the 
competition,’’ said CCPT Director Dave 
Frederick, ‘‘driving in 33rd position.”’ 

“Yeh,"' laughed Moshier, ‘‘Everyone else had 
left the area and was eating lunch by the time I 
started driving.’’ 

‘A lifetime resident of Crawford County, 
Moshier has worked for the CCPT for seven 
years. During that time he said he has had many 
experiences. One that stood out in his memory 
happened last year, sometime between 
Thanksgiving and Christmas. 

‘Thad pulled into the Pizza Hut parking lot to 
wait for a transfer passenger from another bus,’’ 
he recalled, ‘‘when I saw a purse laying on the 
ground.’’ There were no cars around the purse 
indicating who it might belong to so I returned it 
to the bus office unopened.,’”’ 

Moshier and Frederick examined the contents 
of the purse to find some identification, and 
found $250 in cash. The purse belonged to a 
woman from Leeland, and Frederick called her 
to tel] her that her purse had been found.

Incumbent Democratic Gov. 
James Blanchard is off and running 
again -- make no mistake about 
that. The governor is always at 
center-stage in legislative matters 
-- especially one as sensitive to the 
legislative process as is Mr. Blan- 
chard. 

Republican Sen. John Engler of 
Mt. Pleasant holds the key post as 
majority leader of the state senate. 
As such, hardly anything of con- 
sequence clears the legislative 
process without his approval. Mr, 
Engler is a master player in the art 
of making laws. And he, too, is 
running for governor next year -- 
make no mistake about that, 
either. 

With such a background, can the 
fall session be anything but a 
spawning bed for political 
maneuvering? No way. 
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WHAT'S ON TAP? Everything 
with any connection to voter ap- 
peal. Fighting drugs is popular 
now. So are improving schools, 
fighting crime, cutting taxes.....all 
these will receive attention. 

Flag burning is a hot topic: we 
can expect something to be said 
about it in Lansing. Campaign 
spending is also hot; that, too, 
likely will be discussed. 

But will anything of consequence 
really happen to improve the lot of 
the taxpayer? 

The likelihood is that com- 
promise is necessary to accomplish 
anything of consequence. That’s 
the way the legislature is set up 
now. Political posturing is a sure 
thing. Candidates for 1990 will try 
to forge a platform from which te

Company conveyed in 
perpetuity the ex- 
clusive hunting rights 
for game and water: 
fowl on Lake St. Helen, 
the adjoining marshes 
and the Seuth Branch 
AuSable River, in Sec- 
tion 24, T23N, R2W to 
the St. Helen Shooting 
Club, which was 
organized under Act 
171 of 1908 for the ex- 
clusive use of the club 
members and licen- 
sees, 

The conveyance of 
these exclusive hun- 
ting rights has been 
challenged and carried 
to the Michigan 
Supreme Court on at 
least two instances. 


In St. Helen 
Shooting Club — vs. 
Mogle, 234 Mich. 60, 


the court held that the 
plaintiff had the ex- 
clusive right of hunting 
fame and waterfowl 


on Lake St. Helen and 
the shore thereof, The 
court reaffirmed the 
doctrine that: 

{. The owner of all 
the land bordering 
upon an inland lake is 
the owner of the land 
under the lake. 

2. The owner of the 
shore and subaqueous 
lands of an inland lake 
has exclusive right of 
hunting on the shores 
and water, 

In St. Helen Shooting 
Club vs, Carter, 248 
Mich. 376, the court 
ruled that because a 
defendant got on the 
lake from the highway, 
and without trespass 
across upland, — his 
claim to the right to 
hunt was without 
merit. 

These appear to be 
the prevailing case 
rulings, and law, until 
overruled.”

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Miniature Local Farmhouse mepnoe beets at = _ 


A miniature replica of the Skingley farmhouse 
that once stood on the comer of Merrio and Ilet- 
cher roads in Beaver Creek Township has been 
donated to the Crawford County Historical 
Museum by Col. George L.. Lokken and his wife, 
Mary Esther, of San Antonio, Texas. Mary 
Esther, the daughter of Harold Skingley, was 
born in Grayling, and the Skingley farmhouse 
was the home of her paternal grandparents, 
John and Bertha Skingley. The gift is valued at 
$15,600. 

The origina) farmhouse was constructed in 
1901 by its owner, John Robert Skingley and his 
sons, Raymond and Alex, while Mrs. Skingley 
and her younp son, Arthur, visited her tamily in 
Kingland. The house had 13 rooms plus a milk 
room and an attached woodshed. There were no 
bathrooms or electricity. It was of Bastlake 
design, and cost less than $3,000 to build. 

The house remained home to the Skingleys and 
their six children, John Raymond, William 
Alexander, George Edwin, Bertha (Beth), 
Harold Theodore and Albert Arthur, until it bur- 
nea to the ground in 1986. (‘heir second eldest 
son, Walter, died before the Skingleys moved tn- 
to the house.) The fire was caused when an 
acetylene torch, used by Arthur to repair a water 
tank in the attic, exploded, spewing gasoline in 
the attic and all over Arthur. Family members 
were able to get Arthur out of the burning house 
and he was rushed to the Grayling hospital, but 
he died three days later as result of his burns. 

Three weeks later Bertha Skingley died. Some 
say she died of a broken heart over the loss of her 
son and the family home, but her death was more 
likely related to her diabetic condition. Mary 
Esther said Bertha ate a piece of cake at the 
marriage celebration of her granddaughter 
Virginia to LeRoy Millikin. She slipped into a 
coma shortly thereafter, and never recovered. 
Skingley family members report that the home. 
with its fine furnishings, may have been of great 
value to Grandma Bertha, because it is believed 
that she came from a proper English family of 
some means and had married the family butler, 
John Skingley. Later the newlyweds im- 
migrated to the United States. 

The idea to recreate the Skingiey farmhouse in 
miniature came to Mary Esther in 1978 when she 
was shopping for a doll house for her prand- 
daughter, Kree, for Christmas. The following 
spring she met Victor Hogg when she visited his 
shop in Williamston, near Lansing. Hogg 
specializes in miniatures of all types. During the 
discussion with Hogg, he told her that some 
people build a miniature of a house that had par- 
ticular significance for them in their childhood. 

‘‘Later,’’ she recalled, ‘‘when I was telling my 
husband about the meeting with Victor Hogg, I 
repeated Victor's statement. It was only then,”’ 
she said, ‘‘that the thought struck me that the 
house from my childhood memories would be the 
house of my grandparents, John and Bertha 
Skingley.’’ 

For a variety of reasons, the miniature idea 
lay dormant in Mary Esther's mind until the 


spring of 1982 when her husband encouraged her 


to undertake the project. When she contacted 
Victor Hogg about starting construction of the 
miniature house, he said he couldn't begin until 
August. Mary Esther said she used the interim 
time to begin researching the project. 

In August the seven surviving Skingley gran- 
dchildren, Victor Hogg and his wife, Pat, met at 
Evelyn (Skingley) Gardiner’s home in Grayling 
to look over the preliminary drawings of the 
proposed house and to make additions and 
corrections to the plan. Mary Esther said it was 
almost impossbile to find a break in the conver- 
sation as the relatives shared pictures and 
memories. At the end of the meeting, Hogg 
possessed the detailed information he needed to 
proceed with the architectural plans of the 
house. Besides Gardiner and Lokken, other 
Skingley grandchildren included: Patricia 
Wakeley, Virgina Millikin, Dorothy Abbott, 
Kathryn Traylor Garbe and Marian Rokos. 


SIX MONTHS TO BUILD 

It took six months to complete construction of 
the farmhouse. During this time Mary Esther 
travelled to Chicago, San Fransisco, Detroit, 
Washington D.C., and other cities to collect fur- 
niture for the house. Items came from as far 
away as London, England. Total cost of the fur- 
nishings was $4,000. The most costly item was 
the miniature violin and case made by Bert 


Moskowitz of Massachusetts for $225. The 
leather chair in the living room, ordered from 
Peter Davies in London, England, was $75. The 
only miniature item Mary listher was not able to 
obtain was a cream separator for the milk room 
off the kitchen. 

Special features of the Skingley house include: 

- 4,000 individual shingles that were used to 
build the roof. 

-- All the doors swing out, and the screens are 
made of cloth netting. 

-- The windows are made of particularly thin 
glass, and the can be raised and lowered. 

-- All of the drawers and doors in the furniture 
open and close, Some contain appropriate items 
such as extra linen napkins and silver in the 
dining room pass-through drawers. 

- The miniature house has electric Hghts 
which represent the original carbide lamps on 
the first floor and the keroseene lamps on the 
second floor of the Skingley farmhouse. 

-- A few of the pictures are duplicates of actual 
pictures or paintings such as the pictures of John 
and Bertha Skingley that hang to the left and 
right above the master bedroom fireplace. Alex 
Skingley's picture, who was killed as a young 
man in a farming accident, is hung over the 
living room fireplace. 

MINIATURE INSTRUMENTS 


‘The musical instruments are miniatures of ac- 


tual instruments played by the musical Skingley 
family. Bertha Skingley played the auto harp 
and Arthur played the violin for dances at the 
Hayloft, a barn which was located on the proper- 
ty now owned by Vernon Gardiner, husband of 
Eivelyn - now deceased, when the property was 
owned by Evelyn's parents, George and Flora 
Skingley. The piano was hand made by Hogg. 
The original family. piano is still owned by Pat 
Wakeley. The sheet music on the plano are 
Grandma Bertha’s favorite songs scaled down to 
miniature size, as are the pictures in the family 
album. 

Contribution to the house from the Skingley 
grandchildren and great grandchildren include 
the carpet runner on the stairs and second floor 
hallway, designed and woven on a loom by Su 
Abbott Butler; the knitting baskets and tiny 
Christmas stockings that can be hung by the 
fireplace when the house is decorated for the 


Christmas season were made by Kathryn Garbe. 
The silk curtains were made byMaryEsther's. 


daughter, Debra Morse. Dorothy Skingley Ab- 
bott made six Persian rugs, and Mary Esther 
and Virginia Millikin made bedspreads, 
tablecloths, mattresses and curtains. 

SECRET HIDING PLACE 

Reproduction of the fireplace in the master 
bedroom is exact down to the secret rock that 
could be pulled out, and where Grandma Bertha 
hid her jewels. Again family stories have it that 
Grandma's jewels, which included a garnet 
broach that she always wore, may have also in- 
cluded a collection of loose diamonds and other 
precious stones. Bertha’s father or grandfather 
had been a jeweler who worked for the royal 
family. When a stone was rejected by the 
royalty, it was given to him as a gift. (Or so the 
story goes). 

The Skingley farmhouse miniature even in- 
cludes handmade dolls made to represent its 
residents. Grandma's hair was always piled on 
top of her head, Grandpa is shown reading his 
newspaper seated on the leather chair and 
George Skingley was made with buck teeth. 
There is even the Skingley’s dog, Rover, shown 
laying on a large rock that was located beside the 
farmhouse, his favorite past time. 

‘Every effort was made to recreate the 
Skingley farmhouse authentically,’’ said Mary 
Esther. She said that the only flaw in the entire 
project is the outhouse. 

‘‘With six children,’’ she said, ‘‘I am just cer- 
tain that they had a two holer instead of the 
single one included with the farmhouse.”’ 

Mary Esther said the donation of the Skingley 
miniature (on a scale of one inch to the foot) was 
given to the Crawford County Historical Museum 
with the hope that the people of Grayling and 
Crawford County and other visitors to the 
museum can, by viewing this home, enjoy this 
authentic model display of life in early Crawford 
County.
